There are two sure signs that normalcy is 
turning. Relief authorities In many parts of 
Canada report that men are signing off relief be- 
cause they have found employment, while several 
large business houses announce an increase of 
wages for their workers. The most recent of 
Canadian firms to give a voluntary increase of 
wages are the Chemainus Lumber mill on Van-

couver Island and the Fraser mills of the Canadian 


Western Lumber Company, employing between 
them about 1280 men. Two other large lumber 
firms announce 10 per cent increases for July 1. 

Talk of inflation, stabilization and gold and 
silver standards go over the heads of the average 
reader. When a man leaves the bread line for a 
job. and a man in a job finds his wages being 
restored to their former standard he knows that 
times are better, whatever the cause. He is like 
the man in the New Testament who eluded the 
pitfalls of the Pharisees by saying “Whether he be 
a sinner or no, I know not; one thing I know, that 
whereas I was blind, now I see.”

Though the unemployed in Vancouver wouldn't 
let the gardeners fill the flower beds at Victory 
Square, because they were doing it for nothing as 
a public service, and although some municipalities 
had to threaten to refuse relief to men who were 
too lazy to put in a garden at their homes, Dr. 
Macoun, Deminion horticulturalist, says that the 
depression greatly increased the interest most 
people take in their gardens. Hundreds of letters 
poured into his office from people wanting advice 
about flowers and plants, shrubs and trees) He 
noticed the same growth of interest during the war 
years. 

As most of the enquiries were about flowers 
and plants, the inference is thet Canadians turned 
to their gardens for solace. Among my acquaint- 
anceship is a former ship's steward who, during 
two years of out of work on relief, has turned his 
home in the suburbs into a bower of flowers and 
sylvan beauty. and has acquired a good working 
knowledge of botany and tree culture His ambi- 
tion now is to be a horticulturalist

Sailors won't shoot or snare the albatross be- 
cause they think each one materialises the soul of 
an old sailor. Even a British admiral tells how he 
had to conceal a dead albatross from knowledge 
of his brother officers and men.

As 
the band of pietists rose from their knees they saw 
help approaching from the skies as if in answer to 
their plea. It was not a heav ry host of angels, 
but @ great flock of seagulls which came and van- 
quished the locust enemy end saved their crops for 
the settlers.

At the other extreme of Canada. the raspberry

Health and Diet Advice 


By Dr. Frank MeCoy 


THE TREATMENT FOR ACNE AND PIMPLES 

Though the eruptions of acne appear -to be 
intensified during the warm weather due to the | 
increased action of the skin, it is, nevertheless: | 
true that the summer months constitute the idea) | 
part of the year for overcoming this disfiguring 
skin condition, The treatment of acne must be 
both local and constitutional, and a number of 
measures must be used simultaneously in order to 
bring about speedy, favorable results. 

There is a decided tendency for a lack of suffi- 
cient intestinal elimination to produce pimples and 
other skin disorders. Those who are troubled with 
acne will usually notice that the pimples are most 
profuse following times when the intestinal elim 
ination has been deficient. Since constipation must 
be overcome before this condition can be corrected. | 
it is advisable to adopt any measures which will 
aid the intestines to function normally. One 
should eat an abundance of vegetables to furnish 
bulk, and it is advisable to take vigorous physica! 
culture exercises each day, especially of the type 
to tone and strengthen the abdominal muscles. 
When these muscles are strong enough, they tend 
to hold the intestines in their proper position so 
that they function more regularly. 

A fruit fast for about five days is very valuable 
at the start of the treatment for acne, using only 
one kind of fruit chosen from the acid fruits that 
are in season, such as cherries, apricots, berries, 
plums, grapes, peaches, nectarines, etc. Eat as 
much of any one of these types of fruits as you 
desire three times a day. The next day use a 
different variety if you wish. While continuing 
this restricted diet for five days be sure to use | 
enemas daily. 

Following the fruit diet it is advisable to use 
large quantities of the non-starchy vegetables, both 
cooked and raw, especially such vegetables as 
carrots, spinach, asparagus, beets, string beans, 
artichokes, eggplant, endive, cucumbers, summer 
squash and similar fresh vegetables. Use tomaices 
freely in salads, being careful not to use them with 
starchy foods. It is also advisable to use a reason- 
able amount of meat each day with these veze- 
tables and to use stewed fruits for dessert. Avoid 
principally the foods that are rich in fats and sugar, 
such as doughnuts, cakes, pies, pancakes, sausage, 
white bread, cream cheese, fried foods, candies and 
soda fountain preparations. It is a good rule to 
avoid all sweet desserts and rich foods and stick 
to simple plain meals. The drinking of several 
glesses of water daily is advisable to assist in 
flushing out toxin through the skin and kidneys 
As much as one to two gallons of water may safely 
be used during the warm weather 

In caring for the affected skin it is advisable tc 
use plenty of warm water and soap at least twic 
a day. The soap will help to remove the exces 
oil and bacteria which are present on the skin 
Any pure soap may be used. At the beginning of 
the treatment you may find it helpful to steam th 
face gently, which will soften the biackheads. Thi: 
may be done by applying towels wrung out of hot | 
water. After steaming gently, press out the black- | 
heads with a thin, clean face towel. Following th.s 
treatment the rubbing on of some good antiseptic 
such as grain alcohol, may be used, but I do rot 
advise medicated ointments. A clean skin i: of 
greet value for clearing up acne. i 

In especially stubborn cases the affected area 
may be treated by means of local applications with 
the ultra violet ray lamp. If you are able to locate | 
@ physician using this method, he should give you 
these treatments. In summer much the same type 
of treatment may be secured by means of the sun- | 
bath if the patient will expose the affected area | 
from thirty minutes to an hour to the direct rays | 
of the sun. This is too long for the entire body to 
be exposed, and the remaining regions and the eyes 
should be protected as a burning of the skin may 
result 

I have found the above method successful in | 
the majority of cases and the skin becemes clea: 
and presentable within a short time. If the patient | 
will continue these good habits of living, he will | 
remain free from ecne in the future.

DES MOINES, Ia, June 29—In- 
festation of chinch bugs in Southern 
Iowa and adjacent sections ll- 
linois, Missouri, Nebraska and Kan- 
sas was termed “very serious” to- 
day by Dr. C. J. Drake, state en- 
tomologist, as he marshalled forces 
to halt its spread 

Comparing it to the ravages of 
grasshoppers in Western Iowa in 
1931 and 1932, Dr Drake deciared 
the chinch bug “is worse than the 
grasshopper and much harder to 
control.” He issued a warning the 
bugs must be controlled before 
reaching corn fields, since no prac- 
tical control means is avaialable 
once they begin working on corn.

day that the U. S. government 
granted Otto H. Kahn an income 
tax reduction in 1930 on stock sales 
without knowledge that it was sold 
to his daughter. 
.Earlier, the senior partner of 
Kuhn, Loeb and company, New 
York banking house, testified that 
securities he sold in 1930 for a 
$117,000 loss were re-acquired from 
his daughter three months later. 
though the exchange was dated the 
following day. 


AGREES WITH PECORA 
Kahn agreed to statements by 


Ferdinand Pecora, senate counsel, 
that the field agent of the internal 
revenue bureau held the transac- 


tion was a “wash sale” without 
| knowing it was sold to his 
daughter. 


The field agent, Pecora said, re- 
ported the sales were made on the 
open market. Kahn asserted that 
congress would perform a “great 
service” if it would find a means to 
regulate speculation. 

He told the investigators he paid 
a foreign income tax in 1930 when 
he paid none here. 

Kahn said he paid a $4,480 foreign 
tax in 1930, and “assumed” it was 
in England. 


Kahn Re-acquired 
| Securities He Sold 
| From His Daughter 


WASHINGTON, June 29.—Otto 
|H. Kahn, senior partner of Kuhn, 
Loeb & Co., told United States sen- 
‘ate investigators today that securi- 
ties he sold in December, 1930, 
| were re-acquired from his daughter 
three months later, though the ex- 
change was dated the following 
day. 

Kahn said the stocks were sold 
at a loss of $117,000, which he de- 


-| ducted in making out his income 


tax return. 

Government agents contended the 
| stock was bought back in less than 
30 days, and therefore was not de- 
| ductable. 

In a prepared statement, Kahn 
said he obtained similar stock from 
his daughter, Maud E. Marriott, in 
March, 1931, but the exchange was 
dated December 31, 1930, on the 
advice of attorneys.

Kept In Museum 


VERMILION, S.D., June 29— 
“Canibal” king snake at the Uni- 
| versity of South Dakota museum 
| has feasted on seven snakes since 
| he came to his new home. It is for 
this reason that the title “canibal” 
| has been prefixed to his name. 

Among the victims of the snake 
are one rattlesnake, one boa con- 
strictor, two garter snakes, one fox 
snake, one bull snake and one hog 
| nose snake, according to W. H. 
| Over, curator of the museum. 

The king snake has eaten snakes 
as long as himself but it has not at- 
tempted to eat any snakes of the 
| same circumference. The snake has 
| been placed in solitary confinement,

TORONTO, June 292—A plea | 
for an even greater measure of 
co-operation between all nations | 
im the fight against taberculosis 
was made tonight by Professor 
8. Lyle Cummins of England, | 
noted authority on the disease, 
@t the annual dinner of the Na- 
tional Tuberculosis Association 
here. Prof. Cummins stressed 
the need of free interchange of 
ideas, of understanding the 
characteristics and foibles of 
the peoples of other lands and 
of exercising a kindly tolerance 
and patience in dealing with 
other countries. 

TORONTO, Juné 29. — A single 
germ of tuberculosis, captured from 
billions of others in a test tube, has 
been imprisoned in a tiny cavity 
between two glass slides, given food 
and air, put under a powerful mic- 
roscope, and forced to tell the story 
of its life. | 

This story, with new episodes not | 
known before, was recounted here 
Wednesday to delegates at the) 
twenty-ninth annual meeting of the 
National Tuberculosis Association | 
by Dr. Morton C. Kahn, of the de- | 
partment of public health and pre- | 
ventive medicine, Cornell University 
Medical School, New York. 

Science must now revise its ideas 
of the way tuberculosis germs pro- | 
pagate, Dr. Kahn believes. The} 
prevailing conception, borne out by | 
incomplete observation, has been | 
that the rod-like germs propagate | 
by simply dividing in half, each part 
then to grow in a full-sized germ. 

Dr. Kahn's demonstrations show 
that the process is much more com- 
plicated than this; sometimes the | 
germ breaks up into four or five 
globular nodes, which perform in

Mod- 
ern methods of treatment, he said, 
which include “collapse therapy"— 
surgical operation to place the lung 
at mechanical rest—require the 
facilities of a hospital. 

“In Detroit,” said Dr. Chadwick, 
“until a ratio of two beds per an- 
nual death was reached, there was a 
waiting list, and hospital treatment 
was often delayed «vith results that 
were sometimes serious to the 
patients. Since we have had two 
beds available for each annual 
death, patients can be admitted as 
fast as the applications are made 
Because there is no delay we are 
hospitalizing patients in the early 
stage of the disease, and fewer of 
far advanced, hopless cases.” 


FAMILY DISEASE 

Emphasis was placed upon tuber- 
culosis as a “family disease” 
Dr. J. A. Myers, of the University 
neapolis. “Seventeen cases picked 
up at random from the fyles of the 
Minneapolis Health Department,” 
said Dr. Myers, “came from 17 
families numbering in all 102 per- 
sons.
